CONCERT AT THE LUSITANO * 
CLUB. - ' 

A grand concert under the patronage of H. 
K, theGovornor, Gen. Black and Commodore 
Holland waa given at the Club Lusitano 
last evening; by Maestro Cattanco's pupils, 
in‘aid of 8. Josoph’s Church Organ’ Fund. 
Thore was a large audience, almost every 
seat. boing Bccupiod. The Concert com- 
meneed with a Chorus and Solos frum Wal- 
Jnce's Maritanu: The chorus was oxceed- 
ingly well rendered ; the tenors appeared 
to be particularly strang, but were rarcly 
allowed to give themselves janduo promin- 
ence, and the chorus genorilly was porform- 
ed with crispness and precision, ‘Tho first 
solo ‘It wasn knight’ by Mrs Stringer was 
somewhat weak, probably owing to the 
very apparent nervousness of the singer. 
Thore -was -occagionally a suspicion of de- 
fective voice production, the tone being in- 
dlined to bo ‘throaty,’ but on the whole, 
Mrs Stringer gave a fairly good rendering 
of her song, In the pianissime pasuges, 
[Mra Siringer was, ‘perhaps, heard to 
best advantage, but her efforts were 
slightly marred by the neeompaniment, 
which was rather too loud.’ The next solo, 
‘Theharp in tho air,’ was sung by Mrs 
Mancoll, who gave a very sweet and 
delicate rendering. This was followed by 
tho ‘Angelus,’ again admirably performed 
by the chorus. A noticeafle -feature 
throughout, not only in tho chorus, hut 
also in the orchestra, was the great atten- 
tion’ paid to crescendo and diuinuenda. 
Thero is a danger of this being carried 


too far,’ hut Signor Cattinco seems 
to have attained the happy medium 
between giving too little attentiun and too 
-yreot prominence to this important de- 
tail. ‘The Barcarollo ‘Toujours dis wa 
gondole’ by the orchestra of mandolines, 
mandolas aud banjo shewed that the per- 
formers had thoroughly mastered thoir in- 
struments, The tromolo was exeeuted in 
am almost faultless manner, and the tone 
.was full and clear, In the song ‘Let me 
hike a soldier full,’ Mr Van Nierop svarco- 
ly seomed to do himself justice, and in ono 
or two. places his attack was not good, the 
bad habit of ‘scooping ’ occasionally shew- 


‘ling itaelf, These little faults apart, how- 


evar, the singer presented his song in an 
artistic manner, and certainly pleased his 
hearers. Miss Alves’ gave a really ex- 
guisite mandoline solo. She displayed 
a perfect commund of all tho resources 
of her instrument. and played in » manner 
remarkable not merély for brilliant oxceu- 
tion, but for highly artistic conception. 
Groat attention waa given to crescendo and 
diminuendo, and the playing of Miss Alves 
may be safely taken ag » model for our 
local performers on the mandoline. The 
enthusiastic applause which followed the 
conclusion of her solo, and the loud calls 
for un oncore, which was not allowed, 
shewed, that the efforts of the performer were 
highly appreciated. Tho singing of Miss 
Carvalho was certainly the best of the even- 
jog, She sang in a mannor which charmed 
and delighted her hearers. Miss Carvalhohas 
a mavello voice which hug been thorough: 
ly and carefully truined. The trills at. the 
end.af her. song. wore wonderfully - well 
executed, An oncore was vociferously 
demanded, but refused, to the intense dis- 
appointment of the audience. In Miss 
Carvalho wo have a vocalist who would be 
enthusiastically received at any concert, and 
it ia to be hoped we may have many more 
opportunities of hearing her.

THE SANITARY BOARD BYE-LA 

THE TREATMENT OF CNOFFICIAL MEMBERS. 

The following: discussion took place at 
yesterday's meoting of the Legislative 
Council on the, bye-laws foruied by the 
Sanitary Board:— 

The Colonial Seeretary moved approval 
of the additional byc-lawa for the regula 
tion’ of bake-houses os amended by the 
Sanitary Board. 5 

Mr Whitchead—These bye-liws came in- 
to my hands on the evening of Thursday at 
six o'clock. During the two working days 
which have since elapsed it has been ie 
possible, for me to go into the merits of the 

ye-laws, and whether the interests of those 
concerned aro adversely affected T cannot 
say. ‘The bye-laws appear to have been 
posed Ly the Sanitary Board Tast Decem- 

cr, and it is indeed passing #trange, that 
the Government could not have given the 
unoffical members an opportunity of con- 
sulting those whem we represent. We, 
might at least have had twe or threo weeks 
ora month—reasonable timo—to consider 
these bye-liwas, 

Mr Cooper—I think the Hon. member 
has got hold of the wrang hyv-laws, 

Mr Whitehead—They aro dated 3rd 
Deovmber. 

The Colonial Secretary—1 may mention 
thnt these bye-laws have een discussed at 
the public meetings of the Sanitary Board, 
snd if the hun. member had been anxious 
tu ascertain tho views vf the owners of 
bukchouses he could easily have obtained 
copies from the Bourd. :

Mr Whitehend—It is not a question of 
reading them ; it is a questidn of having an 
opportunity of consulting those whom we 
represent.

RANITARY RYE-LAWS—HOW TO COMBAT THE

The Colonial Secretary moved. the ap- 
proval of the byo-laws made under Section 
18 of Ordinance 15 of 1894. = 

Mr Stith seconded. 

Mr Chater—Un behalf of. the unoflicial 
members T would like to ask your Excel- 
lency if you could postpeno the considera- 
‘tiarof these bye-liws fora fatire occasion, 
say a fortnight from now. The reasons for 
asking for a postponement are that un- 
oflicia] members, were only in the posscs- 
sion of these bye-laws on Thursday after- 
noon and there has been no tine to cansi- 
der them carefully. These by-laws aro not, 
like the last ones, only a few lines in 


-[ length, but they are contained in several 


shecta and they affect property perhaps 
very scriously, and, secondly, they are of 
‘far more .importance than those we have 
just passed. I would ask your Excellency 
tw consider the posponemont. 

Hon. Ho Kai—I beg tu support tho 
motion miude by the hon, the senior un- 
official member. These bye-laws affect the 
interesta of the Chinese very seriously, and 
I for one should like very much tu have 
the bye-laws translated and to consult with 
thom. I think it is only fair, whother it is 
right or wrong-from a ‘sanitary point of 
view, tliat we should have an opportunity 
to consult with those we represent before 
they are passed. As tho senior uncfticial 
member pointed out, they aro of yreat 
Igngth and so far as. the unofticjal mombers 
are concerned they have had no‘bpportunity 
of meeting together to disousy thei clause 
jby clause, and certainly they havo had po 
opportunity afforded them of consulting 
with their conetituents. For these reasons 
LT hopo your Excellency will see cause to 
grant a postponement. > 

Mr Whitehead—I rise to support what 
has just been said. Ithink the request for 
timo to consider these important bye-laws is 
only fair and reasonable, and it would: bo 
unreasonable for the Government to pass 
these bye-laws through the Council at this 

itting;-ss-the-unoflicial members have-aotl 
had the necessary timo to consider. them or 
to consult with those whom they represent. 
Why we have not had an opportunity of 
having these bye-laws several wecka or at 
least 8 mouth ago I do not understand, 
but I think our request for time is a resgon- 
able one and that the Government will not 
refuse it.. If the Govorninent do refuse it, 
I submit, Sir, that the mode of procedure 
now proposed by the Colonial Secretary 
must tend to bring the proceedings of this 
Council into the neighbourhood of 8 farce. 
To voto on important bye-laws such as 
these which have come into our hands only 
two days before the meeting of Council is 
what Tam not prepared todo. They may 
be tho right thing, but we cunnot take it 
for granted ; at all evonta, T cannot take it 
for granted, and I submit that those whose 
interests are effected have a right to be 
heard. I submit thet it would be un- 
reasonable of Government to now force 
then through Council. A 

Mr Cooper thonght the position taken 
up had arisen through « misunderstanding. 
There was very littl new matter indeed in 
the bye-laws before the Council, and he 
would. briefly. point out the difference be- 
tween: the byg-laws they were askod to 
apprave and the byc-laws “approved by 
Council on 4th April, 1895, Ho then ox~ 
plained in detail: the variations in the bye- 
laws.” Byo-law 28 was practically the came

of the infectod. premises, The drastic 
measures it was dcemed necessary to adopt 
were fully justificd by tho nature of and 
the circumstances attending the outbreak.’ 
That report was laid on the Council tablo 
in October, 1895, and up to. this date no 
Hon. member had expressed disapproval 
-of the steps taken by the Board in that 
ear, On 6th April, 1896, when the Co. 
ony was again threatened with an epide- 
mic of plague he addressed a letter to His 
Excellency on behalf of the Sanitary Board, 
pointing out the necessary steps that should 
be taken, and amongst others were the 
cleansing and disinfecting of infected pre-

On 
that occasion His Excellency granted the 
staff asked for by the- Sanitary Board and 
in passing tha appropriation bill for t 6 
last year nota word of dissent was raised 
hy any Hon. member. He thought they 
wero justified in assuming that although in 
one or tivo instunces mistakes had becn 
made, but in these casos the persons had 
been compensated where material has been 
destruyed, the members of the Council have 
been fullyaware for the lastLwo yearsat least 
that the Sanitary Board had been combatting 
with the plaguo in a manner proposed to 
he flow legalised by the bye-laws, and fur- 
ther théey had on several occasions express- 
ed approval of the work that had been 
done, and under. theso circumstances it 
could not now be represented that the byo- 
laws came before them in an entirely new 
form. Ths Sanitary Board had brought 
these byo-laws up because it was evident 
that plague existed within the immediate 
neighbourhood of the Culony, and 
they asked for the carly passing of 
the bye-laws so os to be able to grape 
ple with the disease immediately on 
its occurrence, Personally, ho thought 
that any postponement of the. bye- 
laws would practically render useless steps 
the Board might take to doal with even 
tio or. three -cases~of~plaguo-—that might 
occur in the Colony any day, They had 
reliable information that the plague had 
Lroken out at Swatow, Formosa, the West 
River and Mdcao. He was glad to say no 
case was as yet reported in’ the Colony, but 
the Sanitary Board had made preparations 
subject to the passing of the byo-laws, for 
immediately grappling with cases that might 
occur, From the literature published in 
scientific papers concerning the yilague in 
Bombay, the general opinion ‘would 
thoroughly endorse what he wished to say 
on behalf of the Sanitary Board, viz., the 
absolute necessity of the Board’ being em- 
alee to enforce the provisions of thesa 
ye-laws, and he therefore hoped members 
would - withdraw their opposition to tho 
passing of tho byo-laws. . 


Hia Excellency ssid they were all per- 
fectly well aware ‘that he was not desir- 
ous of pushing anything through the 
Council by .means af the ‘offcial phalanz, 
The only object thoy had in view with re- 
gard.to passing these bye-laws was the im- 
provement of the sanitary condition of the 
colony, aud after the very full statement 
made by Mr Cooper, who wes leaving the 
next week, he would be very glad 
if the bye-laws could be passed that’ 
day. On tho other hand, he thought tho 
unofiicial members ‘bad « reasonable objeo- 
-tion, as they could not be absolutely aware of 
their contents.

These bye-laws require time for 
consideration and I think that under those 
circumstances ‘your Excellency might give 
us a fortnight. 

His Excollency—I ‘consider that preven- 
tion ig better than cure, Mr Whitehead, 
and I cannot give you longor than & week. 

The conaideration of tho bye-laws was

MISSIONARIES IN CHINA.’. 
SETTLEMENT OF CLAIMS FOR COMPENSATION. 
__The following contributed article appears 
in tlle N.C. Daily Nets The Fronch 
Consul-Goneral has just brought to « happy 
conclusion two thorny affuirs, ‘which had 
been hanging over, the ono for fifteen and 
the other fur five years. They were two 
claims of the Roman Catholic mission of 
Kiangnan. By pationes and tact and by 
Comte de Bezaure's energetic and intel- 
ligent conduct of affairs, the missionaries 
have obtained full redress and roparation 
for their long-standing wrongs. 

Pochen, the scene of the first trouble, is 
an old and historic city in the farthest 
north-west corner of the Anhut province, 
near the confines of tho three neighbouring 
provinces of Shantung, Honan and Kiang- 
su. Such a locality, as is well-known in 
China, is the favoured region of lawless 
bands of marauders... The inhabitants live 
in somothing like a foudul state, with-house 
and property surrounded by wall and fhaat, 
and no one goes abroad without a gun 
or Janee, and nothing of value is trana- 
ported without an armed excort. Some 
fifteen years ago 1 missionary wcquir- 
ed a pieco of property in the city, near 


a Christian family of two brothers by the] 


namo of Kin, in whose house a chapel had 
been temporarily installed, When the 
presence uf the missionary became known, 
some promincnt individuala, known there 
as lien-tsong, a kind of military chiefs, 
formed the determined rosclution, of ex- 
cluding the foreigner from this city, ‘The 
people were stirred up to violence, n little 
hut on the mission's property was burnt, 
the house of the family Kin was burnt and. 
pillaged,’ and the two brothers obliged to 


take refuge in the province of Honnn, 
whero they have since died before the 
sottlement of the affair. : 

» When application was made to the au- 
thorites for redress, resort was liad to the 
old protext of the rude and ungovernable 
charactor of the people of that region, and 
the affair dragged on for years, not only 
without a satisfactory rottlement but with- 
out the possibility of obtaining an entrance 
into the city. Recently, however, Comte 
de Bezauro, who for the past. year_has so 
worthily filled the post of Congul-General 
for Franca, has brought up the claim ond, 
urged it with such skill and onergy, that a 
missionary delegated by superiors has 
obtained full satisfaction, not only forthe 
mission but also for the unfortunate family 
of the Kins, and’ 2 missionary station is 
now perefully established in: Puchen. 

The other affaiz, of a more recent dite, 
occurred in the prefectural city of: Yang- 
choufu, About five yoursagy a missicnary, 
after purchasing a house in the city, went 
to the proper yamén to have the transac- 
tion registered. He was politely received, 
but in two days he faa that the whole 
city had been excited against him. He 
was driven from the city with insult and 
ill-treatment. A special feature in the at 
tack was the presence of » number of wo- 
men hired to abuse the foreigner under the 
immunitios of their sex. 

The claima of the mission were put off 
undor protests of illegality in the purchase, 
the last of which was objocted quite recent- 
Ty whon tho affair wos alroady in a fair vay 
of boing arranged. It came from the prefect 
of the city, and was none other than tha 
surreptitious treaty clauso making a pre- 
vious notice given to the mandarin noces- 
sary for the legal purchase of property by a 
forcigner. Happily that clause had been 
definitely disposed of by M, Gérard. The 
claim of the mission was so clear that Comte 
de~Bazaure was accorded not some~ other 
house which, he had declared the mission 
would accept, but the very house lepally 
purchased by the missionary five years ago. 

Thus after years of patient and firm in- 
sistance, without notable friction with the 
authorities, the two.claims have been satis- 
fuctorily scttled ; the principle of the sat 
Tights is saved, and the malesfonaries wit 
their grievances redresaod are established 
peacefully among the pooplo who had vows 
ed to keep.them out, :

It is 
Hankow—the Asiatic Chicago—which is 
destined to become the great interior mar- 
ket,—Hankow, which will join Tsi-tsi-har 
and Canton. As to Chungking, it is the 
principal market of Szechaan—let us put, | 
it firat—and nothing else. This opinion'is 
distinotly valuable ; and wo may say wo do 
not feel concerned to controvert it. The 
trade of Szechuan and South-western China 
génerally is worth having; no one will 
gainsay that ; but it will probably fall short 
of the expectations that have been raised 
in connection with it,—Z, and C. Hapress.
